Wrath of Mob is Feared in 


Pennsylvania—Crimes 


Were Atrocious. 


Reading, Pa., Sept. 23.—Surrounded 


by a heavily armed guard of police, 
Balvatore Garrito and Stefano Lesenic- 
chia, the slayers .of trooper Timothy 
Kelleher, a member of the state con- 
stabulary, were brought here today 
from Allentown and .lodged in separate 
cells in the Berks county jail. Un- 
usual precautions were taken to pre- 
vent the gathering of a crowd and to 
avoid a possible demonstration against 
the prisoners. 


The men are charged with having 


killed the trooper on the night of Sep- 
tember 14. Kelleher, while on the 
way to" the barracks of his troop on. 
the outskirts of this city, heard the 
cries of a wroman coming from Bushes 
near by. He went to her assistance 
and was stabbed to death 'by the Ital- 
ians. 
They fled and were traced to 


Warw.ck, N. Y., where they were ar- 
rested Saturday. On their way to this 
city the men cohlessed the crime. 


In addition to admitting that he had 


done the actual killing Garrito con- 
fessed that seven years ago he mur- 
dered his rival in love in Italy, for 
which his brother is now serving a 
twenty-one year sentence. For this 
crime Garrito fled the country and 
came to America. Garrito notified a 
firm of Italian bankers in this city to 
draw what money he had coming to 
him from the Reading Railroad com- 
pany, by which he had been employed, 
and after taking out a small bill Be 
owed, send, the balance to his father 
In Italy, as he would surely have to 
die.

TRY TO BLACKMAIL PRELATE. 


Life of Bishop McQuaid Menaced by 


Black Hand. 


Rochester, N. Y., Sept. 23.—Rt. Rev. 


Bernard J. McQuaid, the venerable 
bishop of the Roman Catholic diocese 
of Rochester, made the startling decla- 
ration yesterday that an attempt had 
been made by the Italian Black Hand 
society to extort money from him and 
that he was informed that four of the 
gang were under oath to kill him. 


It was at the close of the ceremony

Sepulcher cemetery that the bishop 
made his statement. The presence of 
a number of street venders at the 
cemetery Si tes. the shouts from whom 
reached the solemn assemblage as the. 
procession moved about provoked the 
bishop into making the matter public. 
He denounced in forcible manner the 
profanation of the Sabbath.

Its Line of Defense in the 


New York Hearing.

New York, Sept. 23.—The line of de- 


fense of the Standard Oil company of 
New Yersey to the allegations made 
hy ihe federal government in its suit 
against the company was indicated in 
ihe oil hearing today when Wesley )I. 
Tilford, treasurer of the Standard" Oil 
company, was cross-examined on the 
witness- stand by John G. Milburn. 
chief of counsel for the defendants. 
Mr. Jlilburn's interrogation:; to tho 
witness were designed to show that in 
the oil fight, in Colorado between the 
Standard and the independent com- 
panies tho first to cut prices was the 
independent companies and that there 
were no troubles made for the inde- 
pendent 
companies 
except 
those 


which rose from natural causes. My. 
Tilford explained that the reason why 
the supply of crude oil had been cut 
down to the sixteen independents in 
the Pilttsbtirg field just 
before the 


agreement was made with the STaml- 
ard was because the oil supply in that 
district was diminishing. 
Mr. Mil- 


burn developed that the oil firm of 
Schofield, Schurmer and Teagle. of 
Cleveland. Ohio, an independent com- 
pany, was not forced into the Stand- 
ard's control, but had been taken over 
after many suggestions from the offi- 
cers of the Schofield company. The 
questions that 
adduced this testi- 


mony and others put to the witness 
showed that the defendants intend to 
meet the government on every point 
raised in the long bill of complaint. 


THE PROCEEDINGS. 


New York, Sept. 23.—W. H. Tilford, 


treasurer of the Standard Oil com- 
pany, gave further testimony today in 
the government's action against the 
company. 
Mr. Tilford testified after 


looking over the records on Saturday 
that the Manhattan Oil company, o'f 
Ohio had sold to the Standard com- 
pany ~5i tank cars between 1S99 and 
1901. The purchase was made for the 
Standard company by a subsidiary 
company, the Union Tank line. Mr. 
Tilford could not say if the Standard 
made an;" contract, to supply certain 
gas companies with oil when it took 
over the Manhattan Oil company. 


Contracts With Gas Companies. 
"As a matter 
of fact, 
don't you 


know that the Standard made a con- 
tract with the Indianapolis Gas com- 
pany and the Peopled Gas Light and 
Coke company of Chicago? 


"Yes, such a contract was made in 


1S99," said Mr. Tilford. 


"And 
was not that contract made 


because E. C. Benedict and Anthony 
Brady would not sell the Manhattan 
Oil company 
unless gas companies 


were guaranteed a supply of oil for 
ten years?" 


"I do know that the contract wai 


maoe for that reason," answered Mr. 
Tilford.

Struggle and Privation Marked Efforts 


of ths Missionaries. 


"The Pioneer Days" was the theme 


of Dr. H. 0. Bruggeman, and in a 
finished address of unusual 
strength 


the young physician told of the strug- 
gles of the churchly workers iu the 
dnys which came before the organiza- 
tion of the diocese of Fort Wayne. In 
part he snid: 


In the second half of the 17th 


century, this fat and fertile terri- 
tory of the Miamis and the Poifo- 
wattamies witnessed for the first 
time the advent of the white man. 
There is 
a tradition accepted by 


competent historians (Goodrich & 
Turtle,) that the 
pioneer of this 


state was a French Jesuit, who, in 
obedience to the maudnte of the 
Master, "Go anrl teach all nations," 
had invaded the valley of the Wa- 
bnsh, to tell the story of the cross. 
The truth of this tradition can not. 
be substantiat.aed. 
But it is now 


a recognized fact that about ll>70 
Robert Cavalier, Sieur de LaSnlle, 
passed from Lake Erie up the Mau- 
rnee. crossed to the Wabash and de- 
scended it for some distance. 


France had colonies iu Canada 


anrl Louisiana and soon recognized 
the importance, as a connecting 
link, of this route along the Man- 
mee and the Wabash. However, for 
some years it was traveled only by 
the soldier, the trader and the mis- 
sionary. 
And what a contrast be- 


tween the aims and ambitions of the 
three! 
The soldier bent on con- 


quest, dreaming of the "rage of na- 
tions and the crush of states:" the 
trader thinking only of the ends of 
commerce—commerce 
which 
has 


been so aptly 
described as "war 


grown miserly." 
and 
the 
gentle 


Jesuit priest thinking of the love of 
the Saviour and teaching to the In- 
dians the sacred politics of Christ 
—-the 
universal 
brotherhood 
of 


man. Early in the 13th century, pos- j 
sibly about 170-1, a chain of fortifica- 
tions were established which were 
to 
have 
extended 
from "New 


France" to Louisiana. 
At 
least 


three of these forts were on Indi- 
ana soil; one here at Kekionga, 
where the St. Joseph. and the St. 
Mary join to form the Maumee; an- 
other on the Wea prairie below the 
present city of Lafayette: a third 
at 
Vincennes. 
Settlements 
soon 


grew up around these fortifications, 
and no doubt chapels were among 
the first buildings to be erected. It 
seems that, as early as 1712 a Fath- 
er Mermet was laboring 
at Vin- 


cennes. 
Dr. Bruggeman referred to the fruit- 


ful 
labors 
of 
the .tender-hearted 


Jesuit priests among the Indians in 
this region, told of the transfer of the 
territory's allegiance to England by 
the fortunes of war, referred in praise 
lo the work of Father Peter Gibault, 
Father Badin and Father Louis De- 
Seille. and in closing said: 


American civilization owes a vast 


debt of gratitude to the early Cath- 
olic missionaries, 
who with their 


blood baptized this country's virgin 
soil. American Catholics can with 
righteous 
pride 
contemplate 
the 


fact, that whole tribes of Indians 
were converted tn the religion of the 
cross long before the "Pilgrim Fath- 
ers" even 
dreamed of Plymouth 


Rock. If these ambassadors of God's 
religion had devoted half their in- 
domitable energies, half their in- 
vincible enthusiasm to the acquisi- 
tion of this world's chat lies, they 
would hare built our cathedrals of 
purest Italian marble and have cov- 
ered the steeples with sold. 


THE GOLDEN YEARS. 


History of Fort Wayne Diocese Has 


Been a Glorious One. 


In the charming tracery of his mas- 


terful eloquence, Hon. William P. 
Breen painted a word picture of "The 
Golden Years" which have character- 
ized the existence of the diocese. 
Fifty years o£ episcopal glory," said 
Mr. Breon, "are rounded out in Fort. 
Wayne, and in the diocese of which it 
is the see. today. Back over the ha'.f 
century just past wo can journey with 
a spirit, of pride, with emotions of ex- 
ultation, anrl with a feeling of thor- 
ough satisfaction. 
We learn always 


by a study of the past and the retro- 
spect that reaches to the time of the 
establishment of a bishopric in our 
home city is full of life and interest 
and brings to the fore lives and deeds 
of those who brought and builder! for 
the completion of this jubilee super- 
structure, whose works are worthy of 
high commendation and emulation. I 
shall not have time tonight to trace 
the history of the parishes and mis- 
sions that have sprung into being in 
this diocese during the past fifty 
years. T shall not be able to pay spe- 
cial tribute to the hundreds of priests 
who came and went, under the aus- 
pices of this diocese, since its forma- 
tion—men of heroic souls nnd of sub- 
lime devotion to duty, who toiled and 
labored for the consummation which 
gladdens the Catholic heart today. 
Nor can I, in this brief address, men- 
tion or say aught of the thousands of 
noble men and women of the laity 
whose sacrifices and works contribut- 
ed so largely to the construction of 
the frabrle of Catholicity as we find !t 
in our diocese today. With the time 
at my disposal. I can only memorial- 
ize the leaders in the great movement 
whose grand progress is the theme of 
the day." 


Mr. Breen continued with a per- 


sonal tribute to each of the four 
bishops who have presided over- the 
see of Fort Wayne. 
He told some- 


thing of the life and the work of each, 
speaking from close-range acquaint- 
ance with the devoted men. his effort 
possessed an unusual interest ajid 


charm. 
Two other conspicuous fig- 


ures in the tlioscesan life—Very Rev. 
Julian Benoit and Very Rev. J. H. 
Brammer—were 
accorded 
eloquent 


recognition 
for 
their 
conspicuous 


labors. 


'Laid Basis for Vast Work. 


After his tribute to the memory cf 


Bishop Luers, Mr. Breen said: 


I should do violence to the sub- 


ject assigned to me were I to omit 
some reference to the great church- 
man who laid the basis of the great 
and splendid task of the last fifty 
years, which we glorify tonight. 
Julian Benoit was an educated, 
finely bred Frenchman of broad 
sense and analytical mind, whom 
Bishop Brute found teaching in a 
seminary in Lyons, France, and in- 
vited to Indiana. He came to Fort 
Wayne in the early part of 1S40, 
when the Old Fort was clearly dis- 
tinguishable. 
His fine presence, 


his courtly manners, his deep learn- 
ing and his great good sense and 
sane judgment soon made him the 
best appreciated character in north- 
eastern Indiana, where non-Catholics 
always vied with Catholics in doing 
him 
reverence. 
He was widely 


known throughout the state, having 
been for many years,vicar general 
o£ the diocese of Vincennes prior 
to the establishment of the bishop- 
ric here. 
When the Indians were 


ordered to remove in 1S4S to the. 
Kansas reservation, they refused to 
go unless Father Benoit went with 
them, and, upon the urgent repre- 
senation of the captain in charge of 
the soldiers having the work in 
hand, that he would be compelled 
to shoot them unless he went along, j 
Father Benoit acceded anrl went to 
Kansas with them, where he re- 
mained two weeks, going by canal 
to Cincinnati and thence by river to 
St. Louis, whence he made the trip 
by stage to Kansas City and to the 
Indian reservation beyond. 


When the question of a bishop 


for Fort Wayne was first mooted, 
'his was the first name mentioned, 
and the bishops of the province 
named him as "dignissimus." Wise^ 
ly did Bishop Dwenger place upon 
his grave in the Cathedral 
the 


statement that he was the builder 
of the present Cathedral, for he con- 
tributed much of his own funds to 
it, and twice before its completion, 
accepted the assignment of preacher 
of the Lenten sermons in the Ca- 
thedral of New Orleans, where he 
procured subscriptions which made 
the completion of the building pos- 
sible. In the days before the rail- 
r oads, his parish extended from De- 
fiance, O., on the east of Lagro, Ind., 
on the west a distance of eighty 
miles, and embraced, in addition, all 
of the northern portion of Indianru 
It was not an infrequent task for 
Father Benoit to ride eighty miles 
on horseback to make a sick call. . 


Outside of his sacerdotal abilities, 


his judgment was so well balanced 
and his business sense so level- 
headed that he was the confidant of 
all who knew him. In fact, the 
leading .man of affairs 
in Fort 


Wayne, in the early sixties, offered 
him a lares stun of money and a 


partnership in his business if he 
would lay down his priestly burdens 
and devote himself to worldly fisea! 
cares. 


Vicar general from the erection 


of the Fort Wayne episcopate until 
his death in 1885, he was invested 
with the purple as a papal monsig- 
nor two years prior to his death, 
and i-as a prominent factor in dio- 
cesan affairs until his demise. Not 
only do we owe to his endeavors 
this splendid Cathedral, but TO him 
belongs the honor of erecting the 
parochial residence and the schools 
on the square, and the very square 
itself, because the church owned 
but half of it when he came here. 
His forty-five years of exalted min- 
istry in this city is a matter of dio- 
cesan pride; his memory will be an 
inspiration to all the priests and 
prelates who shall follow him in all ' 
the years that are to come. 


Father Bramrner's Career. 


. Referring to Very Rev. J. H. Bram- 
mer, Mr. Breen said: 


Illustrative of the possibilities of 


American life, let me advert to one, 
who, 
for thirty years intertwined 


his life with the Cathedral of Fort 
Wayne and was one of the makers 
of the diocesan history whose story 
we tel! on this great festal day. A 
boy carpenter, with limited educa- 
tion, born 
in a foreign land, and 


speaking a foreign tongue, touched 
by the light of Catholic faith, es-' 
saved 
to 
learn the English lan- 


guage in order that ho might do the 
greatest good to the greatest num- 
ber and 
persevered 
until 
the 


sacerdotal insignia were placed up- 
on his shoulders in yonder Cathedral 
in the year 1SCS, when Joseph Hen- 
ry Brammer stood forth in that sac- 
tuary as a priest of the living God. 
He labored for seventeen years as 
assistant to Monsignor Benoit, and, 
when 
that 
great, 
pioneer 
priest 


passed away. Father Brammer took 
up his mantle, and, as vicar general 
of the diocese and rector of the Ca- 
thedral, was known far and wide for 
unmixed piety, for intense zeal and 
indefectible honesty and sincerity 
of purpose. 
Other men may have 


been more graceful at the sacred j 
functions, others may have deliv- 
ered sermons of purer diction, oth- 
ers may hjve 
uttered more pro- 


found dogmatic discourses, but, in | 
innate. manliness, in fervent clevo- i 
tion to duty, in exquisite culture of j 
a strong and warm heart, the super- 
ior of Father Brammer never enter- 
ed the Cathedra! whose crypt is 
now his mausoleum. He was dis- 
tinctly a man 
of heart, 
who an- 


swered every appeal for charity, no 
matter how much self-sacrifice was 
entailed thereby. 
His de&ii'o was 


that everyone should bask in the 
sunshine of comfort anrl content- 
ment. 
So intent was he to make 


the people of his parish better, that 
he became a part of them, the con- 
soler of their sorrows and the divid- 
er of their joys. 
Ho knew every 


poor or afflicted person in the Ca- 
thedral parish and every unfortu- 
nate, whether of his own or some 
other 
parish, whether white 
cr 


black, 
Catholic or non-Catholic, 


knew 
Father 
Brammer, 
whose 


bounty was never known to fail. He 
was so close to the great heart of 
humanity that he was the Bossuet 
. of the Kolden years, —'-ose climax 
we touch today, because neither be- 
fore, nor during, nor since his time 
in Fort Wayne's Cathedral, has his 
superior as a funeral orator been 
heard. His heart was set upon the 
preservation of the young men and 
this splendid building. Library hall, 
designed for their use and their im- 
provement, 
is 
one of the monu- 


ments to Father Brammer. He was 
desirous that, the Cathedral of this 
diocese should 
be in touch with 


modern church structures and he 


. metamorphosed that old and vener- 


able pile into a majestic fane, the 
most beautiful piece of church ar- 
chitecture and ecclesiastical adorn- 
ment, in the esthetic commonwealth 
of Indiana, and beneath its sanctu- 
ary rests all that is mortal- of that 
remarkable and never-to-be-forgot- 
ten priest of God. 


Served as Administrator. 


Succeeding Bishop Rademacher 


came the Very Reverend John H. 
Guendling, the 
-near 
general of 


Bishop Rademacher, as administra- 
tor of the diocese. Father Guend- 
liug was at the Cathedral less than 
two years, but in that brief period 
endeared himself to the pirests and 
laity; his charming personality, his 
deeply stored minC, his thorough 
education and charity were quali- 
ties which permitted the cultured 
priest, as administrator, to do much 
for the good of this diocese during 
the few months of his regency. 
Coming then to 
the present, Mr. 


Breen made graceful reference 
to 


Bishop Alerding, the work he is ac- 
complishing in the diocese and the 
love and esteem in which he is held 
by clergy and laity alike. 
"Bishop 


Alerding." said Mr. Breen, "is the first 
of the bishops of Fort Wayne to pass 
the sixtieth milestone in life's jour- 
ney. Let us indulge the hope tonight 
that he may remain in our midst many 
years, that twenty-five years hence, 
at the celebration 
of 
the diamond 


jubilee of this diocese, thosa living 
may note the great adva-ce of Cath- 
olic interests under his guiding hand 
and may see him directing that func- 
tion, in the 
fullness 
of strength, 


health and dignity." 


Bishop Makes Response. 


At this point in the program Dr. 


Dinnen declared that he intended us- 
ing his prerogative as chairman to 
depart from the set order of the even- 
ing and he presented Rt. Rev. Bishop 
Alerding, who, from a retired position 
in the audience had listened to the 
addresses. 
With characteristic mod- 


esty. Bishop Alerding rose with hesi- 
tancy, and in a few words, plainly 
spoken with -deep feeling, voiced 
his 


appreciation 
of the expressions of 


kindly regard which had been given 
for him. 


"I love the diocese of Fort Wayne," 


said Bishop Alerding, "for I know its 
people. I have already spent nearly 
seven years among them, and these 
years have passed so quickly that I 
can hardly realize the flight of time. 
Old friends at Indianapolis have ask- 
ed me why I do not visit them oft.ener, 
but I want to say that all my time, 
thought and energy are given to the 
diocese of Fort Wayne, and 
the 


bridges have been burned behind me. 
I want to live, to labor and at last to 
die in it. There is but one wish su- 
preme in my heart—that when that 
hour comes when I shall be sum- 
moned to give an account of how I 
have borne the heat and burden of 
the day, the ashes of those five great 
men which now rest beneath yonder 
Cathedral shall 
not 
be dishonored 


when mine shall be placed by their 
side."

Then came the divine Samaritan. He 
who had said. "Come to me ye who labor 
and «re heavily burdened and I will re- 
fresh you." and in His boundless charity. 
He bent over the bleeding- victim and 
poured oil and wine into his wounds and 
hound them up. He was the Son of 
God. 
whom St..John describes in his immortal 
phrnse. "God is charity." His work was 
charity. He was the ideal good Samari- 
tan, 
anrl charity was the mystic wedding 
ring which he bestowed upon the hand 
of His spouse, the church. 
Faithful to 
tliis sacred pledge, the church has passed 
along the road of life down the long 
avenue of history, stooping in mercy like- 
the good Samaritan over millions that 
have fallen l>y the wayside and has poured 
oil and wine of charity into their bleeding 
wounds. 


From the 
earliest 
days of the 


church's history, Mr. Berghoff hur- 
riedly traced 
the 
accomplishments 


along charitable lines and then at 
some length referred to the magnifi- 
cent;., work which has been clone in 
the diocese of Fort Wayne. This in- 
cluded the establishing of the asy- 
lum for orphans founded at Rensse- 
laer by Bishop Liters, the Fort Wayne 
and Lafayette institutions -which were 
the result of Bishop Dwenger's labors; 
the efforts of Father Koenig -which 
developed into St. Joseph's hospital 
and the various other charitable insti- 
tutions which dot the diocese of Fort 
Wayne. 
In conclusion Mr. Berghoff 


said: 


Thus the work of the £0od Samaritan 


forms a pleasing chapter in the record 
of our diocesan history.and is a cause 
for gratitude and rejoicing at this golden 
jubilee. 
Let the past augur for the fu- 
ture. ' Let the work begun by our fore- 
fathers and pioneers be continued with in- 
creased, neal by the present and future 
generations. 
Much has yet to he done; 
the institutions and possessions must be 
enlarged and placed upon enduring foun- 
•datio'ns. New charities will appeal to us 
as the needs of the diocese. If progress 
is the watchword of our age in every line 
of human activity, let us apply it to the 
noblest and most blessed of all activities, 
to Christian charity. Let us pass into an- 
other half a century of this diocese with 
such good will and united actions that 
when other speakers shall stand upon 
this platform to celebrate the second jubi- 
lee, they may be able to express Its work 
in the golden epitaph, "Charity dieth 
not."

on "Education." 


Accomplishments along educational 


lines in the diocese of Fort Wayne 
was the subject of the address 
hy 


Judge Timothy E. Howard, of South 
Bend, who paid unmeasured honor to 
the priests and teachers who -have 
built up the great parochial school 
system of the diocese. He summariz- 
ed the earliest efforts in this endeav- 
or, showing that the education of the 
children came even prior to the erec- 
tion of churches, and praised the edu- 
cational conception that sought to fit 
the child riot only for life in this 
world but at the same time gave due 
regard to the importance of his spirit- 
ual training. 
In conclusion, Judge 


Howard said: 


Notwithstanding: the amount of money 
and material so freely given by the peo- 
ple:

New York, Sept 23.—Captain Gas- 


sius Marshall Sandford, only son of 
the late John Sandford, of Covicgton, 
Ky who was referred to in the affi- 
davit of Sirs. Lulu Williams Clark in 
Sunday's newspapers as "John Sand- 
ford," and as having been present in 
Uie state house at Frankfort, when 
Governor Goebel was killed, today is- 
sued a positive denial 'of every one of 
the statements, through his attorney, 
Charles Strong, of New York. 


Captain Sandford. who is now liv- 


ing in New York, after a residence of 
eight years in China and the Philip- 
pines, said: 
"Every one of the statements of 


Mrs Clark is absolutely false. I nev- 
er knew her .(Mrs. Clark) or Gertrude 
King, to whom it is said I paid atten- 
tion, or Turner Igo or anyone else 
mentioned in the affidavit. 
At the 


time of the killing of Governor Goebel, 
February S, 1900, I was in the Philip- 
pines on business, living with a num- 
ber of army officers, by whom I can 
prove my residence there at that time. 
Subsequently I entered the Philippine 
constabulary- I resigned my commis- 
sion in March of this year of my own 
accord and have since been in busi- 
ness in this city. I have never been 
connected in any way with the Goebel 
murder or know anything about it. I 
shall gladly appear in court at any 
time or place to refute these false- 
hoods." 


SCOUTS WOMAN'S STORY. 


Indianapolis. Ind., Sept. 23.—Inas- 


much as corroboration is lacking and 
probably not obtainable, former Gov- 
ernor W. S. Taylor, of Kentucky, does 
not attach much value to the affidavit 
of Mrs. Lulu Clark, of this city, charg- 
ing John Sanford and Turner Igo 
with the murder of Governor Goebel. 
According to the affidavit Sanford did 
the killing and then joined Igo who 
was in waiting, whereupon the two es- 
caped together.

The tribesmen came up in large 


numbers, but a vigorous attack by the 
first square soon, dispersed them. No 
further stand was made by the enemy 
during the march, although scattered 
groups 
of horsemen harassed . the 


French flanks.

had. been effected the tribesmen re- 
turned to the attack, a troop of caval- j 
ry repelling a spirited charge by the i 
Moorish horsemen. The French then |

and the business world generally, and 
am convinced that it is of the highest 
importance to the best interests and 
welfare of the people that all the ave- 
nues of trade and commerce should 
be kept open in order that Individual 
enterprise, in no matter what branch 
of trade or commerce put forth, may 
be able, nay, 
allowed, to reach its 


highest development." 


"Suppose 
corporations, 
through 


their large purchasing capacity," Mr. 
Kellogg was 
asked, "should reduce 


prices to the consumer; what then do 
you think of individual effort, which at 
"best cannot reach out to any vast ex- 
tent?" 
"But we cannot make any such sup- 


position," he replied. 
'Corporations 


do not reduce prices except for the 
purpose of freezing 
out some indi- 


vidual. . And then when they get con- 
trol up go the prices to a higher level 
than before, in order that lost profits 
may be recovered. 


"Are there no good trusts or combi- 


nations of capita^, or individuals?" 


"I know of none. In fact, I might 


answer your 
question emphatically 


no. I am firmly of the opinion that 
no corporation or combination of in- 
dividuals should be permitted to mon- 
opolize 
all branches 
of a great in- 


dustry. For, if one industry may be 
monopolized, all of the industries of 
the country, nay. all of the industries 
of the entire 
world, might be com- 


bined into a gigantic trust, and then 
what would happen?"

"In what way can the Sherman act 


be improved?" 


"That, remains for time and the fu- 


ture.

number are Great Britain and Bel- 
gium. 
The 
importation 
from this 


country of all meat except pork, and 
sausages is prohibited 
by Austria- 


Hungary. 
Pork is excluded from Russia. Nor- 


way prohibits the importation of all 
fresh meat from the United States, 
fresh pork is excluded from Sweden 
and other fresh meat from Denmark, 
while 
Germany excludes American 


fresh beef.
